7. To see if the town will vote to accept the provis- 
ions of sections 4S0 to 486 inclusive, of the Revised Laws 
and amendments thereto for the collection of taxes. 

S. To see if the town will vote any compensation to 
town officeiv*^. 

y. To choose grand and petit jurors. 

10. To see if the town, under the provisions of Section 
887 of the Vermont Statutes, as amended by Act No. 34 of 
the Laws of 1898, will vote to contract with the Proctor 
Library Association to furnish books to the inhabitants of 
the town free and to appropriate money therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money for the temporary uses of the town. 

12. To see if ll^e towm will vote to defray the expenses 
pf surety bonds for the town officers where bonds are re- 
quired by law. 

13. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to arrange tor j proper obsen^'ance ot Memorial Day 
and appropriate money therefor. 

14. To see if ihe town will vote to raise money in ex- 
cess of the amount required by law to be expended in im- 
proving its highways in accordance with Section 8 of Act 
No. Ill of the laws of 1906.
